Garden  Beans 

SELECTED  NORTHERN  GROWN 

Given  moisture,  this  crop  can  be  planted  in 
the  South  in  succession  until  the  middle  of 
August.  A  good,  sandy  loam  is  the  best  soil 
for  beans,  but  they  will  grow  well  in  any  soil 
of  average  richness. 

The  bush  varieties  should  be  planted  1% 
inches  deep  in  drills  18  inches  or  2  feet  apart, 
2  inches  apart  in  the  drill.  When  the  plants 
are  well  up,  thin  gradually  to  six  to  eight 
inches  from  each  other,  leaving  the  strongest 
plants  as  much  as  possible.  The  pole  variety 
should  be  planted  two  or  three  beans  in  a  hill, 
two  feet  apart  each  way.  Give  them  clean  cul¬ 
tivation,  mellowing  the  soil  about  them,  but 
not  going  too  deep,  hilling  broad  and  flat 
about  the  time  they  are  to  bear.  Do  not  hoe 
them  when  wet  from  dew  or  rain,  as  this  in¬ 
duces  rust  of  leaves  or  pods. 

A  pound  will  plant  100  feet  of  drill ;  2 
bushels,  or  120  lbs.  to  the  acre  in  drills.  For  a 
larger  yield  of  Beans,  use  Nitragin.  (See  In¬ 
side  Front  Cover.) 


Washington  Asparagus 

TENNESSEE  GREEN  POD  — This  dwarf, 
early,  intermediate  snap  bean  is  very  popular 
in  some  sections  of  the  South.

A  word  about  Pole  Beans.  Many  growers 
hesitate  to  plant  pole  beans  because  of  the 
scarcity  of  poles.

To  have  them  early  plant  in  a  hotbed  when 
you  plant  cabbage  and  set  out  when  large 
enough ;  or  plant  outside  the  last  of  March, 
transplanting  them  2  feet  apart  in  rows. 

ITALIAN  GREEN  SPROUTING— This  va¬ 
riety  develops  in  about  90  days,  producing  a 
large  head,  like  cauliflower,  consisting  of  a 
compact  cluster  of  bluish-green  flower  heads.

Brussels  Sprouts 

Brussels  Sprouts  are  a  very  delicate  vege¬ 
table,  and  deserve  a  more  general  cultivation 
than  they  receive.  The  plant  belongs  to  the 
cabbage  family  and  should  be  grown  and  cul¬ 
tivated  like  miniature  cabbages.  Very  hardy ; 
improved  by  frost.  An  ounce  will  produce  2,000 
plants. 

DWARF  IMPROVED — Bearing  a  small  crop 
of  small,  solid,  and  tender  heads.  Pkt.,  5c;  oz., 
15c,  postpaid.

Beets  grow  in  moderately  light,  sandy  soil.  For  very  early  crops,  sow  in  hot-beds  and  transplant  the  seedings  as 
soon  as  the  weather  is  warm  enough  into  open  ground;  for  regular  crop,  plant  outside  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  in 
good  condition;  plant  in  drills  12  to  15  inches  apart  and  cover  about  1  inch  deep.  When  the  seedings  are  4  to  5  inches 
high,  thin  them  out  to  stand  4  to  5  inches  apart  in  the  row.

Clean  seed  is  of  vital  importance  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  potatoes.  Planting  scabby  or  dis¬ 
eased  potatoes  in  your  garden  will  not  only 
produce  an  inferior  crop  but  will  infect  the 
soil  with  disease  spores,  and  render  it  unfit  for 
potato  production  in  the  future.  Cut  the  seed 
potatoes  in  four  or  more  sections,  each  piece 
with  an  eye.  Dust  with  sulphur,  and  plant  one 
section  in  a  place  and  about  ten  inches  apart 
in  the  row.  Level  the  land,  open  a  furrow 
about  five  inches  deep,  plant,  cover,  leaving 
the  surface  level.  As  the  potatoes  grow,  draw 
the  soil  to  them  and  thus  provide  an  irriga¬ 
tion  furrow  between  the  rows.

Culture — The  seed  should  be  sown  as  early 
as  possible  after  all  danger  of  frosts  is  over. 
A  good  plan  is  to  burn  a  quantity  of  rubbish 
and  brush  in  the  spring  on  the  ground  where 
the  crop  is  to  be  grown,  then  dig  and  thor¬ 
oughly  pulverize  the  earth  and  mix  with  the 
ashes,  after  which  the  seed  may  be  sown  and 
covered  very  lightly.

— Nearly  all  grass  seeds  are  very  small  and 
will  not  come  up  satisfactorily  unless  put  in 
properly,  and  again,  most  planters  will  not 
use  enough  seed  to  the  acre.  The  soil  should 
be  thoroughly  prepared  by  deep  breaking  and 
thorough  harrowing  until  a  smooth  bed  is 
made,  and  the  ground  should  be  settled  before 
sowing.  After  sowing  the  seed,  very  little  cov¬ 
ering  should  be  given  with  a  brush  or  harrow 
that  will  cover  it  lightly.  If  the  weather  is 
likely  to  be  dry,  the  ground  should  be  pressed 
over  the  seed,  so  as  to  bring  the  seed  in  close 
contact  with  the  soil  to  hold  the  moisture  until 
the  seeds  get  a  good  start.

Brand  Grass  Seed 

In  planting  Bermuda  or  other  small  grass  seeds  it  is  best  to  have  the 
land  thoroughly  cleaned  and  firm  before  planting.  The  seeds  of  grasses  are 
so  extremely  small  as  to  be  able  to  come  up  through  only  a  thin  layer  of 
soil.  The  covering  of  the  seeds  can  scarcely  be  too  shallow.  The  seeds  may 
then  be  scattered  over  the  land  by  hand,  or  by  using  a  small  hand  seeder, 
such  as  is  listed  in  this  catalog.  After  sowing,  a  hand  rake  should  be  used, 
which  will  mix  the  seeds  with  the  soil  so  they  will  be  lightly  covered,  then 
keep  ground  wet  by  thorough  sprinkling,  until  the  grass  comes  up  to  a  suf¬ 
ficient  stand.
